NASH\'ILLE  (BP)  —  High 
School  juniors  with  high  apti¬ 
tude  may  be  able  to  enter  col¬ 
lege  as  freshmen  without  tak¬ 
ing  their  senior  year  in  high 
school  under  a  progrant,  adopt¬ 
ed  by  a  Baptist  college. 

Orin  Cornett,  Nashville,  exe¬ 
cutive  secretary  of  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Education  Coramia- 
sion,  said  a  program  of  early  ad¬ 
missions  has  been  adopted  at 
Stetson  University,  DeLand,  Fla. 

It  is  designed  to  interest  Flo¬ 
rida  high  school  Juniors  of  ex¬ 
ceptional  ability. 

“The  Stetson  early  admission 
program  is  the  first  early  ad¬ 
mission  program  to  be  adopted 
by  a  Southern  Baptist  college, 
to  my  knowledge,”  Cornett  re¬ 
ported. 

Up  to  100  high  school  students 
will  be  permitted  to  take  part 
in  a  summer’s  work  at  Stetson. 
During  the  summer  they  will 
study  English,  mathematics  or 
language,  and  reading  skills. 

At  the  end  of  the  summer, 
many  of  the  high  school  Juniors 
will  be  able  to  enter  Stetson  im¬ 
mediately  as  freshmen,  without 
having  to  complete  their  senior 
year  in  high  school. 

Others  will  return  to  complete 
their  senior  year,  “but  will  be 
well  equipped  to  seek  advanced 
placement  in  college  after  they] 
graduate,”  Stetson  officials  said. 

Based  On  Tests 
Cornett  said  that  early  admis¬ 
sion  programs  have  been  adopt¬ 
ed  at  other  colleges.  These  early 
admissions  have  been  based  on 
a  battery  of  tests  to  determine 
if  high  school  juniors  are  ready 


for  college  work. 

“In  comparison  with  other 
early  admission'  programs,  the 
one  at  Stetson  is  remarkable  in 
thatj  tbe  student’s  suitability  for 
early  admission  is  based  on  a 
summer  of  work  at  the  institu¬ 
tion  in  addition  to  test  scores 
and  other  criteria  that  are  ordi¬ 
narily  used,”  Cornett  said. 

“An  early  admissions  program 
represents  a  concession  to  the 
conviction  of  many  educators 
that  young  people  of  outstand¬ 
ing  ability  are  not  challenged 
sufficiently  in  secondary 
Cornett  added.  “Out- 


schools' 

standing  students  are  capable 
of  progressing  at  a  much  more 
rapid  rate  than  ordinarily  main- 

itained." 

“The  better  student  is  often 
t()e  moat  neglected  student  in 
America's  public  scJiGpls,”  Cor¬ 
nett  stated.  Sj^dents  of  high  ap¬ 
titude  are  ncA  challenged  be¬ 
cause  the  teacher’s  time  must 
be  devoted  to  the  slow  and  aver¬ 
age  students. 

“Those  students  who  gain  a 
year  in  time  through  early  ad¬ 
mission  to  college  are  challeng¬ 
ed  and  better  motivated  to  step 
I  up  their  level  to  that  of  the  stu¬ 
dents  with  whom  they  compete” 
Cornett  said. 

He  added  that  other  Baptist 
colleges  will  watch  the  program 
at  Stetson  because  they  may 
some  time  consider  an  early  ad¬ 
mission  program,  themselves. 
But,  he  said,  “It’s  too  early  to 
tell  if  there's  a  trend  In  higher 
education  toward  early  admis¬ 
sion.”

In  most  ""multi-engine  airplanes  there  are  two  of  everything 
because  there  are  two  or  more  engines  and  two  pilots.  But  why 
have  two  compasses?  Simply  because  occasionally  you  will  catch 
one  compass  lying  to  you.  It  can  lose  its  magnetic  accuracy  and 
be  deflected  to  some  other  attraction. 

God  gave  us  a  brain  and  a  conscience — a 
sort  of  check-and-balance  system.  Occasionally 
one  or  ^e  other  will  become  deflected  so  that 
it  will  not  speak  with  spiritual  accuracy. 

The  mad  bomber  of  Manhattan  was  a  de¬ 
lightful  fellow.  He  liked  flowers  and  he  had  a  $ 
most  pleasing  personality,  but  some  way  that 
built-in  gage  that  tells  the  difference  between  ^ 
right  and  wrong  got  damaged  *and,  in  addition 
to  planting  flowers,  he  planted  home-made 
bombs  in  public  places. 

The  needle  of  the^onscience  can  get  bent  and  give  the  wrong 
direction.  This  bent  conscience  does  not  change  the  fundamentals 
of  truth  and  error,  right  and  wrong.
